The twenty-fifth annual exhibition 
of the Wetaskiwin Agicultural Society 
was held the first three. days of this’ 
week. The quulily of the exhibit 
throughout the entire fair was good, 
and in many respects was better than 
any previous year, Many of the class- 
es were well filled, while in. other 
classes the competition was not as 
keen ag might be expected, 

The large number of outside entries 


j which to some extent had a prominent 


place at formes exhibitions, were not 
present this year, with the resuly tha: 
trey competition among the weit exe 


hibitors wag ali the mor2 interesting, 


There was a vary fine showing of 
horses, cattle, sheep and hogs, but 
the entries in the poultry Jepartment 
were not as inany as in past years, 
when the “profassignal” poultry me: 
of the province were in evidence. 
“The interior of the Crystal Palace 
was very attractive this ‘year, a3 the 
middle tablas were banked with flow- 
ers of wariegated hues, and the north 
end of the building was occupied by 
the excellent horticultural display of 
the. dominion .experimental station at 
Lacombe. The side tables and’ walls 
ofthe building were used in the dis- 
play of fancy work, vegetables, grains. 
grasses; ete. The:department of home 
cooking was well‘ filled and there were

Conspicuous zmong the entries were 
wheat over five fect in length, timothy 
over six feet, alfalfa over forty inches, 
and sweet clover which. measured 
over eight feet in length. These sam-, 
ples were very good, but it was the 
opinion of many that the best grains 
in the district were not at the fair. 

The dominion government had an 
exhibit of several distinctive breeds 
of hogs of the Yorkshire, Berkshire 
and Tamworth breeds, the object of 
which was to show the select, market 
tynes, especially emphasizing the con- 
trast between the thick smooth and 
the select types. The farmer must 
get the type as well as the breed, if 
he is to,make a success of the hog 
business. 

The dominion horticultural dispiay 
was not only beautifully arranged, but 
was also very educational, the fruit, 
flowers and vegetables being donated 
afterwards to the local hospital and 
the Salvation Army. There were 25 
varieties of annuals, 20 varicties of 
perennials, 8 different kinds of shrubs, 
6 varieties carrots, 6 beets, 4 cabbage, 
3 cauliflower, 5 rhubarb, 10 peas, 2 
raspberrias, 
8 strawberries, 4 black currants, 4 
red currants, and 4 of gooseberries. 

Another attraction at the fair was 
the exhibit of L. A. Bowes of Calgary, 
in which eighteen Shorthorn sanimals 
were shown, among which were a 
pure white bull, weighing over 2500, 
and a two year old heifer, with cal? at 
side, which was awarded the cham- 
pionship of the fair, 

The heavy rain of Sunday night and 
the intermittent showers which fell 
every day during the fair: interefered 
with the holding of the sports pro- 
gram. The baseball games billed for 
Monday were postponed until Tues- 
day, with the result that the three 
final games of the tournament, will 
not be played until today, (Thursday).

Cattle Worth $15,000,000 
More Than Last Season 


Paralleling the optimism prevalent 
throughout the province as.a result of 
the dplendid trop coniitions,; John; 
Burns, manager of the P. Burns. Co. 
strikes another note in the same vein 
with respect to the prospects in the 
cattle industry for this year. 

Due to the wonderful growth of 
pasture and the plentiful supply of 
water everywhere in Alberta this year 
Mr. Burns estimated that the becf cat- 
tle placed on the market this fall from 
the province will average $15 more 
per head than cattle sold last year 
when an average of two cents per 
pound was lost to cattle raisers be- 
cause of the necessity for selling when 
the stock was not in, a finished condi- 
tion. 

According to government figures, 
there were! 1,243,005 cattle, other than 
milch cows, in the province in 1922. 
Taking a conservative estimate of 
the number this year as 1,000, 000 
beef cattle, Mr. Burns’ estimate will 
mean, that the cattle raisers of Al- 
berta could receive $15,000,000 more 
for their stock than was possible a 
year ago. This figure, of course, is 
in addition to the amount received 
last year. f 

At the present time, says Mr. Burns 
the export market is very quiet, very 
few Alberta cattle being moved over- 
seas, This\is largely due to the fact 
that it is between two important sea- 
sons' in stock raising, the time when 
stall fed cattle are being sold and the 
season when grass fed stock are 
In September 
and October, Mr. Burns looks for a 
substantial movement of western 
cattle to English markets and all 
stockmen are hoping that the British 
markét will be sufficiently high to 
make such shipping -profitable to Al- 


iberta growers. 


“A year ago” says Mr, Burns, “two- 
thirds of the cattle sold from thi§ 
province were inferior in quality or 
unfinished, due to the dry summer. 
and, scarcity of feed. This meant 
that the stock raisers received about 
two cents. per pound less for their 
cattle than could have been secured 
if the stock had been, finished. 

“The additional value that — cattle 
will be worth this year, due to their 
finished. condition 4s a result of splen- 
did grazing conditions will amount to 
at least an average of $15 per head.

THE SECRET OF SUCCESS as 


Farmers ‘all over the world ‘ave 
been hard hit by post war conditions, 
and invsome countries they ‘have 
shown too great a tendency to rely 


--upon government aid instead of doing 


things by themselves, or doing things 
for themsélves in’ cooperation with 
‘others, In the United States the far- 
mers felt that if they could only get 
their government to impose not mere- 
ly protective, but prohibitory, tariffs 
on food products of other lands, they 
would greatly benefit. Well, they 
have had this extraordinary protection 
for more ‘than two years—first by 
emergency tariff,,enacted for their 
special benefit, and later by the Ford- 
ney-McCumber tariff, which. supersed- 
ed it. The American farmer has had 
a protective duty of 30 cents. a,bus- 
hel, surely enough to ‘save, him from 
the competition of foreign wheat. He 
has since seen how thig so-called gov- 
ernment assistance has worked, of 
rather how it has not* worked. His 
wheat is at a lower price than it has 
been for many years, and farming in 
the United States is at a lower ebb 
than it hag been for many years. | 

Similarly, the farmers of Alberta 
have grown to depend upon action by 
the provincial government, or upon 
U.E.A. They have 
found this action ineffective in some 
cases and lacking in others. Beyond 
serious attention to unfair . freight 
rates and to a few basic influences 
such as transportation. charges the 
State can do comparatively little for 
the Alberta farmer that-‘he would not 
be the better for doing himself. Only 
a beginning hag been made with agvri- 
cultural cooperation in this- province. 
Everybody is sorry for the way in 
which farmers have suffered by the 
fall in prices. All ‘industries! have 
suffered relatively from the ~same 
cause, There is always a slump after 
awar. But the leaders of the farming 
class, to whom, the farmers have look- 
ed too long for guidance and_ assist: 
ance, have done really nothing to 
improve the situation. The political 
farmers have let the real farmerg 
down. The latter had much better 
rely on their’ own wits, with which 
they are well enough endgwed if they 
will only use them. 

Many farmers have read Aaron’ Sa- 
piro’s story of the Yormation and suc- 
cess of the Burley Tobacco Growers’ 
association of Kentucky. ‘The success 
there attained has been duplicated in 
other instances. where the growers 
were in bad straits. 

The Herald would have the farmers 
of Alberta concentrate their attention, 
upon one feature of these stories. It 
is this, that after first. applying their 
own brains to, the problem, these 
Amenican, farmers called in represen- 
tatives of all other classes of © the 
state to join with them to make their 
The Kentucky 
plan and the California plan did not 
say “We are producers, we will go our 
own way, we can ignore all the other 
classes in the community.” No}. In- 
stead, these cooperating growers said 


, “We must call in men who can best 


help us to sell our product. We must 
call in warehousemen, to help us store 
it, and graders to grade it. We must 
consult with the bankers, and secure 
their confidence and financial aid. We 
must gain the cooperative assistance 
of the merchants of the small towns 
and the business men of the larger 
citieé, So they did. And. they went 
ahead. All classes worked together. 


‘All knew that the prosperity of the 


state depended upon the prosperity 
of the men who produced wealth from 
the soil, And they made their cooper- 
ative effort a splendid success and ev 
erybody prospered more as the result. 

It is high time that the farmers of 
Alberta ignored leaders who- have 
dilly-dallied and done nothing. If co- 
operative marketing of the wheat crop 
of this province can be made a suc- 
cess, let us learn about it right away. 

Farmers of Alberta, ‘abandon ’ this 
aloofness of recent yearg—an aloof- 
ness created for the economics of poli- 
tics not for the’ economics of grain 
growing. Take hold of your problems 


* yourselves. Do not longer allow any 


office at Calgary or Edmonton to say 
that you must do this afd that you 
must not do that. Invite the interest 
and the assistance of the bankers and

Eggs are. noone bought on a 


graded basis, and the farmer who 
» 
keeps a flock of hens must arrang 


to conform to the new system if he}. 


wants’ to make it worth while having 
hens on the farm. ' 

In the years gone by, Alberta has 
had a good market in B.C. for. any- 
thing that looked like an egg, and as 
long as it‘was not absolutely rotten, 
there was always an opportunity of 
getting sele. 

Conditions have changed, and dur- 
ing the last year or two, egg produc- 
tion in B.C, has grown to such an-ex- 
tent that they are not only supplying 
their own markets but are shipping 
out, j 
_ The surplus .eggs produced in Al- 
berta must fjnd a market in the east. 
In catering to this.market, a “farmer 
should not figure on selling anything 
of a lower grade than No. 1. . 

At the present time dealers are not 
able’ to get more than 20 per cent 
of Ones, out of the eggs coming in. 

Ones are worth twice as much as 
Twos and are in good demand. Twos 
are half the price of Ones and are 
very difficult to. sell. 

Any farmer can have his eggs 
grade Oneg if they are of proper size 
and handled as uU.ey shenld be. 

’ In the tiret place it is essential that 
they be fresh. This does not mean 
a week or two old, An egg is never 
any better than the first two or 
three days after being laid, and that 
is the time it should be passed on to 
the consumer. No farmer can keep 
exes, by aay method he cares to try, 
and get themepest inspection later 
on, as fresh laid. He may sell them 
to a storekeeper and think 6 has 
ade a suecess of holding eggs, but 
the storekeeper will lose when he 
comes to zet them gradet, 

_Small eggs will never make Ones. 
Use them at home and ge‘ rid of the 
hens that lay small eggs. Dirty eggs 
will not make Ones. Keep the nests 
clean and do not market dirty eggs. 
Do not pack them in sawdust, grain 
or anything that will clipg to the shell. 
Use a proper case. 

Get rid of any hen that lays ab- 
normal shaped eggs. Thera is usual- 
ly something wrong with her, 

After you are through: raising the 
chickens, feed the roosters to the dog 
if you cannot eat them yourselves. 

Do not keep eggs in a damp cellar, 
They will mould in a few days. They 
should be kept in a cold dry place, 
but only for a few days before being 
marketed. 

Storekeepers are also largely to 
blame for the poor eggs being put 
on the market. <A storekeeper “vho 
keeps eggs a week: and then ships 
them, hag himself to blame it’ the 
most of his eggs grade number Two.

tinction lies in being the greatest win- 
ter port of eastern Canada, The har- 
bor is a magnificent body of water and 

‘nature's bountiful provision has been 
supplemented by the expenditure of 
-millions. St. John people have put 
their own moncy into the harbor, and 
the city now has the unique privilege 
of owning its own port. As a result 
of this expenditure the main harbor 
on its west side possesses ten berths, 
with a depth of 32 feet at low tide, 
for ocean, going steamers. Six of these 
berths have conveyor connections with 
the grain elevators of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. These elevators, of 
which there are two, have a total grain 
capacity of 1,750,000 bushels. Anoth- 
er grain conveyor, connecting with 
one of the government piers, is at the 
present under course of construction. 
On the eastern side of the main har- 
bor, adjoining the half million bashel 
elevator of the Canadian National rail- 
ways, while at the “Long Wharf” of 
the latter railway system, situated in 
the northern, part of the harbor, are 
two more Berths. Still another berth 
is that at the Atlantic Sugar Refinery 
situated near the south of the harbor. 
The last named berth is connected 
with the Canadian National- railways, 
as is the greater part of the castern 
front of the main harbor. 

At Courtenay Bay, just outside the 
jnner harbor, an enormous = drydock, 
1,150 feet in length is in course of con- 
struction and when completed will be 
one of the largest in the world, 

Some conception of the importance 
of St. John in connection with ocean 
borne traffie may be gathered from 
the fact that during the winter, lines 
of steamers are regularly plying  be- 
tween its port and such distant parts 
of the world Liverpool, London, 
Manchester, Bristol, Dublin, Glasgow, 
Havre, St. Nazaire Bordeaux,  Ant- 
werp, Christiana, South Africa, New 
Zealand, Australia, British West In- 
dies, Cuba, British Guiana, Argentina, 
and ports on the Mediterranean. 

Near the mouth of the river is the 
site of the St. John Fort erected in 
the early days of the French regime, 
made particularly famous by the vigor 
with which it was defended by the 
wife of La Tour, the commandant, 
against a sudden and unexpected at- 
tack while the latter was on a trip to 
Boston, Later, under the British, it 
became Fort Frederick, and in local 
parlance is known today as ‘old Fort". 
On, the Carlton Heights in an inter- 
esting Martello tower, erected over a 
century ago, and overlooking St. John, 
while still another site of an early 
fortification is Fort Howe. 

Seeing the splendid facilities avail- 
able at thig port, any Canadian could 
hardly fail to be impressed with the 
desirability of sending through this 
channel, when the St. Lawrence ports 
are closed, as much of Canada’s trade 
as possible. The recent increase of 
preference for British goods so sent 
will help some, but there is room for 
great missionary work in enlarging the 
policy of “Canadian ports for Cana- 
dian trade.” Of 250,000,000 bushels of 
grain produced in Canada last: year 
St. John handled only some 16,000,000 
bushels while 150,000,000 bushels help- 
ed to maintain American ports and 
railroads, If this latter went overseas 
by Canadian. ports, it would immense- 
ly aglvantage Canadian railways and 
ports and through them the whole of 
Canada,

It had 
been said that not one dollar had been 
lost where the principles of the Raif- 
feisen system of credit had been faith- 
fully practised. .\ considerable devel- 
opment of the true cooperitive spirit 
in the people should enable them, by 
ccontribute greatly to the solution of 
the question of agricultural credit. 
The economy and the non-profit char- 
acter of the system would also compel 
the chartered banks to restrict their 
luxurious expenditure, reduce — the 
unnecessary and expensive competi- 
tion for business and the waste in ad- 
ministration, because, in the past, it 
had been found that cooperative bank- 
ing could be successfully conducted 
on a margin of one-half of one per 
cent between what the borrower paid 
and the depositor received. 
Western farmers, said the speaker, 
could also greatly improve the pur:

He found that in the British 
Isles the average cooperative store 
fed 2500 people. It should not be 
forgotten, too, that cooperative stores 
there supplied almost everything the 
consumer needed, in addition to food 
produce. The next in order of effi- 
ciency and economy was the chain 
store which fed 700 people and it was 
found the ordinary grocery store fed 
only 3838. The advantage of the co- 
operative store accruing from big- 
scale distribution passed to the con- 
sumer in proportion to hig purchases.

Previous to the winter just past 
some corn and. clover ensilage was 
fed to pregnant ewes at the Agassiz 
Experimental farm with apparently 
no ill effects other than some’ scour- 
ing amongst the’ young lambs. Last 
winter, however, ensilage fed eWes 
presented many premature lambs, 
some were dead at-birth, others weak 
and dying ‘when a few days old, and 
still’ others strong. \ 

Up to December 5,-all the preeding 
ewes were given the, run of excellent 
pasture and allowed in the sheep barn 
at night when they picked over some |. 
inferior mixed clover and grasg hay. 
On the above date a heavy snowfall 
compelled stable feeding and the en- 
tire flock was fed 11-4 pounds of-corn 
silage, 3-4 pound of sunflower silage, 
3-4 pound of cut hay mixed. with the
